Dear Dr. Robinson: 

I have your letter of June 21st concerning the 
British Guiana plants. I am very glad that you find them of 
use and that they will be a valuable addition to your collection. 

You, of course, understand that I went to British 
Guiana primarily to study and collect the grasses. The col- 
lection of other plants was incidental from my standpoint. 

For this reason I have no especial interest in the miscellaneous 
collection after they are distributed to the contributing insti- 
tu: ions. I think it would not be worth while to send me a list 
of the identifications, though, of course, the national Herbarium 
would be pleased to ha^ such a list. It seemed to me that it 
would be the best thing to turn over to you the responsibility 
of having the plants determined since you, probably more than 
the other institutions, are interested in the flora of north and 
South America, Therefore if you are vailing to undertake this 
I shall be very ^ad to turn the whole natter over to you to

do as you That relievos me of all further responsibility 

as to the collection other thn grasses. It is for this reason 
that I sent you the fourth set and also the most complete of the 
other sets. In this case it will be for you to determine how 
the various groups should be distributed to specialists for 
identification and I think the reports should come to you rather 
than to me. If I had had time to penetrate to the mountainous 
districts of the south, Roraima for instance, the results woald 
have been much more interesting. This, however, was impractice.ble 
with the time and funds at my command. 

I am thinking some of undertaking a similar trip to 
Yenezuela or Colombia the coming winter. It may be too early 
for you to indicate whether you would be in position to con- 
tribute towards such a trip. I shall probably go soon after the 
first of January and remain about four months. TiThat I say now 
ia only tentative as I cannot yet formulate my own plans . I am 
wondering if it will be possible to have as much as $ 500 . each 
from your institution and from the Efw; York Botanical Garden? 

I might be able to provide as much from here.

My dear Doctor*. 


Thank you for your letter of July 2rd, I expect 


the fourth set of Hitchcock's Guiana plants is q.^ite as well left 
with you as it would he at Washington, I have been so much occupied 
with my own Trinidad collection that I have not had time to overhaul 
Hitchcock's material at all yet, but will have it organized during 
the summer and named up along the lines you suggest. Yes, we should 
like to have a copy of the list of determinations you have made, and 
we will send you a list of whatever we can name here. Pennell can 
do the Sorophulariaceae as you suggest; I will do the sedges; Small 
will do Malpighiaceae; Barnhart will do Lentibulariaoeae; and there 
are various other small families that we can take care of. 

I am likely to have to go to Europe in August, and thought l 
would like to take along some of this northern South American material 
for comparison with named material at Kew, in order to help the Job 
a little to that extent. 

Yes, if you will send the Trinidad collection made by Johnston 
along I will look it over right away and return it to you.

Dear Doctor Robinson: 

Your letter of June 29th relating to the identification 
of Itc. Hitchcock’s British Guiana plants was duly received. 

Mr. Hitchcock had discussed with me the determination of the 
collection before his last letter to you, and we were agreed 
that ViThile the identification of the collection mi^t very 
properly be cooperative, it v/ould be best on all accounts to 
have the work directed by some one person, --in this case 
yourself. Such help as we can give here will, of course, be 
■very gladly given, but Iitr . Standley is already pretty heavily 
loaded up with work and except for families in which he is 
particularly interested or engaged in monographing, I doubt 
if he would feel that he could be of very much assistance. I 
shall be glad to name the ferns as soon as the plants are 
mounted and of course you can count upon Mr. Blake for those 
groups in which he is especially interested. I would suggest, 
therefore, that you take the matter up directly with Mr. Blake 
and, in the case of the Umbellif erae , with Doctor Rose. Mr. 
Standley would probably look after such of the Rubiales as are 
not easily recognizable. 

We should be very glad to have the partial list of identi- 
fications to which you refer. As an alternative to sending out 
partial lists, how would it do to prepare a single list of 
numbered entries for circulation amon,g the three institutions, 
the names to be written in by the botanists making the identifi- 
cations? This would merely mean a little extra postage. The 
fact of evident lacunae to be filled mi^t serve as a spur on 
everybody's part. 

As to the other groups I should certainly think it would be 
a good idea to send the orchids to Ames, the Senecios to Green- 
man, and the Loranthaceae to Doctor Trelease, who, I presume, 
would be glad to look after the Pipers also. 

I am engaged just now in laying out a set of my Jamaican 
ferns, and hope to get them off to you within a few days. The 
flowering plants, which will be listed separately, ou^t to fol- 
lovT within a short ^ime^, but it v/ill take some time to get iden- 
tifications for the^r'i^'togaras .

I should also like to look at his collections in the family 
Lobeliaceae. I have been engaged with these plants for two 
or three months past and find it very difficult to make any 
progress, northern South America seems to be full of new species 
in this family, of twenty-four sheets sent to England with Dr. 
Britton, not one can be matched with anything in the Kew Herbarium. 
It is doubtful, therefore, whether I can identify all of his 
lobeliads but I would at least do the best i could.
